“The boy next door,” Steve 
Ford, son of President and 
Mrs. Ford, brought his 
campaign for the re-election 
of his father to Hamlin 
Tuesday and the quiet mild­ 
mannered 
young 
man 
created quite an impression. 


Wearing simple western 
wear (he says when he puts 
on a suit he breaks out in a 
rash) the young Ford spoke to 
the Hamlin High School 
students and a number of 
townspeople, attended a 
reception at the Baptist 
Church fellowship hall and 
spoke at the noon luncheon of 
the Hamlin Lions Club. 


If there was any one image 
that the 20-year-old son of the 
President created it had to be 
his love of family and their 
close ties. This theme ran 
through all three public 
appearances here as he told 


of his family’s life since his 
father was first named Vice 
President and then Pre­ 
sident. 
Ford was introduced at the 
various functions by John 
Watts, Hamlin Board of 
Community Development 
President, who told the high 
school audience that the BCD 
was proud to be a part of 
bringing a member of the 
presidential campaign to 
Hamlin in the belief that it 
will generate more voter 
interest and participation in 
our democratic 
election 
process. 
Ford, when he is not 
campaigning for his father, 
trains horses and attends 
college in California.

During the question and 
answer session at the high 
school 
assembly, 
the 
questions were asked by 
members of Mrs. L. C. 
Brown’s senior civics class. 
Steve Ford, apparently 
well versed on the issues of 
the campaign, answered each 
of the student’s questions 
without the benefit of notes 
and with little 
or no 
hesitation. 
A brief sketch of the 
questions and Ford’s answers 
follow: 
In answer to the question 
about the rumor that his 
father had written off the 
south, Ford said that his 
father’s campaign program 
does not eliminate any part of 
the country and later on he 
said that every vote and 
every person counts the 
same. 
Asked how he liked the 
Debate format, he said that it 
was a careful format and not 
a one on one situation. He 
said that he felt his father 
could do better in a one on one 
situation but that this type 
would be more hostile. He 
said he personally liked the 
format. 
When asked about more aid 
to higher education, Ford 
said that this country must 
cut down on federal spending. 
He said that it took a lot of 
courage for his father to veto 
the 59 bills since he became 
president but that in doing it 
he had saved the taxpayers 
$10 million. “We must cut 
down on all federal spending, 
not just for education.” He 
accused Democratic can­ 
didate Jimmy Carter of 
proposing to spend $100 
million more. “This will 
come out of your pockets and 
mine,” young Ford said. 
In explaining his father’s 
policy on exporting wheat to 
Russia and the embargo, 
Ford said that his father’s 
five-year program 
with 
Russia was a good thing for 
this nation and its wheat 
farmers. He said that Russia 
had a good crop this year and 
did not need to buy any wheat 
but that because of the five- 
year program they were 
having to buy it anyway. He 
said that more and more 
markets around the world 
would 
open 
to 
our 
agricultural products and 
that we must cultivate them. 
He pointed out that our 
agricultural exports have 
grown from $6 billion in 1965 
to $22 billion in 1975. 
In commenting on the 
recent 
resignation 
of 
Secretary of Agriculture Earl 
Butz, Ford said that his 
personal reaction was that 
the right decision was made 
but that he felt Butz had done 
a lot for agriculture in 
opening up a lot of world 
markets and freeing the 
farmer from strings and 
controls. 
Ford said that he opposed 
legalizing marijuana but felt 
that sometime in the future it 
would be legalized. He said he 
felt the penalty should be 
lessened. He said that young 
kids are going to try it and he 
felt that they should not be 
ruined for life because of it. 
When asked about the 
defense budget, he said that 
he felt that it had been too low 
and that we were not keeping 
up. He said that we have an 
obligation to other free 
countries and also said that 
Russia’s defense budget was 
60 or 70 percent higher than 
ours. 
In discussing the reforms 
needed in the federal welfare 
program, Ford said that what 
we needed was more people 
working and not on welfare. 
He said that the Democratic 
controlled Congress and 
Carter want to create jobs 
with your taxes. He said his 
father would rather give 
industry a tax break that 
would create more long term 
jobs. He also said that a lot of 
welfare money was going to 
the wrong people. 
When asked “What is your 
idea at a normal home life,” 
Ford said that we grew up 
like any 
middle 
class 
American family and thai 
overnight they moved into the 
White House. He said that he
